Protests Du ck Creek Road Plan s 
A pu blic hearin g to debate the pros an d con s 
of the proposed closin g of Du ck Creek Road in 
Ga-hen Town ship was held Dec. 22 in the Ma­ 
hon in g Cou n tv Commission ers' office. The State 
Highway Departmen t did n ot hav e the cou r- 
tesv to sen d a represen tativ e to discu ss the 
problems. 
Eighteen residen ts, an d two tru stees were on 
han d to presen t the town ship’s case. Disap­ 
poin tmen t an d dissatisfaction was ev iden t be- 
C3US6 of the highwav departmen t s apparen t 
disin terest an d lack of con cern with the issu e. 
The commission ers decided to con tin u e the 
hearin g as plan n ed, after learn in g that the 
highway departmen t wou ld n ot be represen tt*d. 
On beha'f of the tru stees, the Damascu s Ru - 
ritan s an d the fire departmen t, I presen ted 
t^e fo)1 owin g 10 poin ts in opposition to the road 
closin g: 
1. Eightv -eight cars per dav u se this road, 
accordin g to a cou n t taken bv the cou n ty en ­ 
gin eer’s office. 
2. We hav e n ot been told bv the state whether 
it wou ld be willin g to improv e Pin e Lake Rd.

For this Hoffa bloc, the stakes are en or­ 
mou s. The n ex t election for the 6100.000-a-y ear 
teamsters presiden cy of the world's largest u n ­ 
ion is abou t 30 mon ths off. Withou t a pardon , 
Hoffa, n ow serv in g the first y ear of a 13-y ear 
aggregate term of three prison sen ten ces, mu st 
stay in the federal pen iten tiary at least u n til 
1976. The terms total 13 y ears, bu t he can go 
free on parole mu ch earlier. 
There's a delicate political play in all this. If 
Hoffa is freed, he’ll heighten the Reu ther alli­ 
an ce. fin an ce it heav ily an d declare war on tht 
n ation al labor federation led by George Mean y . 
This will be a v ictory for the "n ew left" in side 
the teamsters. 
If Hoffa stay s behin d those Lewisbu rg bars, 
there is n o dou bt that the teamsters will retu rn 
to the big AFL-CIO (after some tou gh bargain ­ 
in g") an d isolate Walter Reu ther’s n ew labor 
‘‘federation .’’ 
Lots of history rides on the reports from 
Teamsters circles that Jim Hoffa soon will be 
free again .

The Need for 
Land Reform 


By RAYMOND MOLEY 
A major reason why the Un ited States be­ 
came In v olv ed in the war in Vietn am was tha 
failu re of the Diem gov ern men t to meet its 
promise of lan d-holdin g reform. For, as the fu l­ 
fillmen t of that promise lagged, the Nation al 
Liberation Fron t, or Viet Con g, u n dou btedly di­ 
rected by Han oi, was organ ized in 1960 to ex ­ 
ploit the u n happin ess of the peasan t popu lation . 
An d thu s a rev olt grew in to a civ il war an d 
later in to an in tern ation al con flict. 
Althou gh the areas in v olv ed were n ot large, 


certain commu n al lan d, farmed bv In div idu al 
peasan ts, was v ery Importan t In the lan d-hold­ 
in g stru ctu re of the cou n try . Mu ch of this waa 
In the Mekon g Delta dev eloped by the Fren ch 
in to the "rice bowl" of the n ation . 


SOME OF THIS produ ctiv e area was own ed 
by Fren ch colon ials bu t most was held by Viet­ 
n amese who cu ltiv ated It by ten an ts workin g on 
*mall parcels of two or three hectares. (A hec­ 
tare is abou t two an d a half acres.) 
When the Diem gov ern men t came in to power 
after the Gen ev a settlemen t in 1954. it in herited 
a grossly in equ itable pattern of lan d own ership. 
Abou t 40 per cen t of the rice-growin g area was 
beld by abou t 2,500 in div idu als, or less than on e 


per cen t of the popu lation 
Most of these lan dlords were Vietn amese. 
Seme were Fren ch. Ren t rates were u su ally 58 
per cen t of the cash crop. These ten an ts had lit­ 
tle secu rity . They liv ed an d worked at the cap­ 


rice of the lan dlords. 
Presiden t Diem’s lan d-reform program pr> 
v ided for the breaku p of the larger estates an d 
the regu lation of ren t an d credit facilities, in 
195, the Fren ch gov ern men t in Paris offered ta 
help Diem by prov idin g fu n ds to bu y ou t tha 
Fren ch lan dlords. The U.S. aid program also 
con tribu ted some mon ey . Bu t the resu lt was 
that on ly abou t 19 per cen t of the peasan ts ben ­ 
efited. The rest were left u n der some form of 


ten an try . 
In large part the ben eficiaries of the su rv iv 'd 
of the statu s qu o were prov in cial chiefs who 
were in most cases Sou th Vietn amese gen eral* 


or other army officers. 
In to this u n happy breedin g grou n d mov ed the 
Commu n ists. For, ju st as in Chin a after World 
War II, Commu n ists came as "agrarian re­ 
formers." These Commu n ists led the peasan t* 
to believ e that the lar d they tilled was theirs by 
right. 
They gav e their v ictims spu riou s papers of 
own ership which, of cou rse, wou ld hav e n o v a­ 
lidity in the ey es of the Saigon gov ern men t. Bu t 
man y of these peasan ts were thu s won to the 
cau se of the Viet Con g. 
By 1961 the deterioration had reached propor­ 
tion s where bloodv civ il strife was In ev itable. 
The assassin ation of Diem an d the take-ov er by 
the military brou ght abou t a con fron tation n ot 
cn ly with the NLF bu t with Han oi. An d major 
American in terv en tion followed. 
Un der the con dition s imposed by hositilities, 
little cou ld be don e abou t lan d reform. Each 
prov in ce had a lan d-affairs officer who was re­ 
spon sible to a director gen eral in Saigon . The 
admin istration howev er, was v ested in the prov ­ 
in cial chief who was gen erally a military offi­ 
cer. 
Bu t man y of the v illages were by that time 
u n der Viet Con g con trol an d still are. In flation 
— that specter which is the compan ion of all 
rev olu tion s an d wars — en tered the scen e. The 
price of rice rose fou rfold. An d the price of 
lan d wen t u p higher an d higher u n til It was be­ 
y on d calcu lation . 
hen the Viet Con g took ov er a v illage, all 
absen tee lan d was ex propriated an d “title" was 
giv en to peasan ts if they join ed the Viet Con g. 
No ren ts were collected bu t tax es were v ery 
high. Un der the Commu n ist plan s, u ltimate 
collectiv e own ership was con templated. In other 
words, the peasan t merely chan ged lan dlords. 


AS THE WAR HAS LIBERATED certain 
areas, the statu s qu o between lan dlord an d ten ­ 
an t has been restored. The sequ el remain s to 
be written as the war will en d in n egotiation or 
v ictory ov er the Commu n ist aggression . 
My pu rpose in recitin g the foregoin g 
is n ot 10 
v en tu re su ggestion s abou t the fu tu re of Sou th 
Vietn am. It is to show how in ev ery dev elopin g 
cou n try lan d reform is imperativ e if commu n ­ 
ism is to be av oided an d the Un ited States is to 
be spared in v olv emen t. There is 
a remarkable 
model of su ch reform in Taiwan , which I shall 
describe in an other colu mn ,

Policy Toward Cause of Arabs

BEIRUT, Lebanon (AP) — 
Lebanon's emotional politicians 
and editorial writers say their 
country’s virtual neutrality in 
the Arab-Israeli conflict per- 
ished in the flames at Beirut In- 
ternaional Airport last Satur* 
day night. 
But Lebanon’s shrewd mer­ 
chants, whose Phoenician fore­ 
bears were trading with the 
world before Christ was born, 
and experienced diplomatic ob­ 
servers expect no change in the 
Beirut government’s policy of 
lip service to the Arab cause but 
little else. 
Not since 1948, when the state 
of Lsraei was established, has 
Lebanon taken an active part in 
the Arab confrontation with the 
Jews next door. 
Rarely has there been vio­ 
lence 
along 
Lebanon’s 
hilly 
frontier with Israel, and former 
Foreign Minister Fouad Boutos 
recently admitted that security 
measures had been taken to 
prevent Palestinian guerrillas 
using the country as a base for 
raids into Israel. 
Because nearly half of Leba­ 
non’s 2.5 million people are 
Arab Moslems, the government 
finds it necessary to give vocal 


support to the other Arab na­ 
tions. But in the 1956 and 1967 
Arab wars with Israel, Lebanon 
played no part. Last year dur­ 
ing the war its troops were with­ 
drawn from the frontier to pro­ 
tect Beirut’s Jewish minority. 
An Israeli warplane crashed in 
Lebanese 
territory, 
and 
this 
was hailed as a tremendous tri­ 
umph. But the Syrians shot the 
plane down. 
Economically, Lebanon bene­ 
fited from Israel’s creation. Be­ 
fore 1948 the Palestinian port of 
Haifa handled much of the en- 
treport trade with the Arab 
world. When Haifa became part 
of Israel, Beirut took over the 
business. 
With half of its population 
Christians and many of them 
pro-Western, the Lebanese gov­ 
ernment rarely has seen eye to 
eye with other Arab countries. 
It refused in 1958 to Join either 
the United Arab Republic of 
Egypt and Syria or the equally 
short-lived federation of Jordan 
and Iraq. That same year it 
called in U.S. Marines to put 
down an insurrection inspired 
by Egypt. 
Lebanon and Syria still haggle 
bitterly over transit charges. 
After 20 years of such an am­ 
biguous policy 
toward 
Israel, 
the destructive Israeli attack
